I  beg  to  present  to  yon  my  half-yearly  report  for  the 
year  ending  July,  1906. 

I  have  to  congratulate  you  on  the  healthy  condition 
of  the  district,  as  during  that  time  we  were  practically  free 
from  epidemic  disease. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

One  case  of  Scarlatina  occurred  in  New  Street,  but 
this  was  an  imported  case 

Consumption  has  claimed  another  victim  in  the 
Marsh,  I  consider  this  terrible  disease  is  on  the  increase  in  the 
district.  I  would  strongly  advise  you  to  have  pamphlets 
printed  with  regard  to  the  importance  of  having  all  the  sputa 
collected  in  special  receptacles  containing  Lysol  or  some  other 
antiseptic,  and  then  the  contents  to  be  burnt. 

In  America  it  is  a  punishable  offence  to  spit  in  the 
streets,  and  a  bye-law  to  this  effect  would  tend  to  help  us  in 
dealing  with  this  scourge. 

There  was  a  mild  case  of  erysipelas  in  the  Marsh. 

I  would  again  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  provision  in  the  district  for  hospital  isolation  and 
disinfection. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

The  Factory  Act  has  been  observed,  and  the  Bake¬ 
houses,  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  from 
time  to  time  been  inspected'  and  when  necessary  suggestions 
for  improvement  have  been  made  and  as  far  as  possible  carried 
out. 

The  Slaughter-house  on  the  river  bank  ought  to  be 
removed,  as  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  a  public  nuisance  during  the 
summer  months.

The  water-cart  for  watering  the  streets  was  as  a  rule 
conspicuous  by  its  absence — the  clouds  of  dust  during  the 
summer,  and  with  so  many  motors  going  through  the  streets, 
make  it  imperative  that  they  should  be  regularly  watered  ;  I 
received  many  complaints  with  regard  to  this. 

I  would  again  refer  you  to  my  last  report  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  Schools  and  School  children,  this  is  an  important  subject 
and  necessitates  your  giving  the  matter  your  careful  consider¬ 
ation 

I  understand  the  crossing  in  the  Bridge  Road  has  at 
last  been  altered,  it  is  needless  to  say,  gentlemen,  that  this  will 
be  a  universal  boon. 

Before  closing  it  is  my  pleasurable  duty  to  thank  you 
for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  you  have  invariably  extended  to 
me  during  my  tenure  of  office  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I  feel  sure  you  will  extend  the  same  to  my  successor, 
Hr.  Crofton.

Sirs, 


I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  second  half 

of  1906. 


I— Yital  Statistics. 

Deaths  26,  giving  a  death-rate  of  about  13  per  1000. 

Births  50  and  a  birth-rate  of  25  per  1000,  an  extremely 
satisfactory  condition  of  affairs. 


II — Infect  ious^Disease. 

There  has  been  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  about  the 
middle  of  November,  and  it  became  necessary  owing  to  the  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  cases,  to  close  the  schools  both  Sunday  and 
Day  ;  the  spread  of  the  disease,  which  was  of  a  mild  type,  was 
due  to  want  of  notification  and,  I  am  afraid  in  certain  cases, 
wilful  concealment ;  this  should  be  severely  dealt  with  and 
parents  made  to  realize  their  responsibility  to  the  community. 
On  my  suggestion  you  have  had  a  number  of  bills  printed  stat¬ 
ing  the  penalties  of  not  notifying  which  I  hope  will  have  some 
effect.  I  need  hardly  point  out  to  you  that  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  properly  isolate  infectious  cases  in  their  own 
houses  even  when  the  doctor’s  directions  are  carried  out :  I 
was  astonished  to  learn  on  coming  here  that  there  was  not  an 
isolation  hospital  in  the  Union  of  Holbeach. 


There  have  been  two  deaths  from  this  disease  during 
the  half  year. 

There  have  been  the  usual  cases  during  the  summer 

III — Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  very  bad  and  I  have 
heard  many  complaints  about  it.  The  wells  are  all  surface 
wells  and  as  such  are  generally  to  be  regarded  with  suspicion 
owing  to  the  danger  of  their  contamination  by  sewage-matter 
carried  by  the  ground-water,  I  would  suggest  that  the  water 
from  each  pump  should  be  bacteriologically  examined.  Most 
of  the  inhabitants  drink  rain-water  which  is  collected  in 
cisterns.  Rain-water  as  a  drinking  water  has  every  disadvan¬ 
tage  it  is  always  contaminated  with  decomposing  vegetable 
matter  and  in  it  swarms  of  insect  larvae  &c.,  are  hatched  and 
develope,  and  in  summer  the  rain  carries  down  the  dust  with

its  myriads  of  disease-producing  microbes.  Many  of  the 
cisterns  are  in  close  proximity  to  privy  vaults  so  that  it  is 
practically  impossible  that  they  should  not  be  contaminated, 
and  that  many  of  them  are,  one’s  nose  gives  one  proof. 

Another  serious  disadvantage  is  the  absence  of  lime- 
salts  which  may  possibly  account  to  some  extent  for  the  de¬ 
plorable  state  of  the  teeth  of  many  of  the  inhabitants.  I  hope 
the  rumours  of  a  good  drinking-water  supply  coming  may 
prove  well  founded. 

IY — Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  majority  of  closets  are  of  the  vault  type,  an 
obsolete  and  objectionable  form  owing  to  the  great  difficulty  of 
emptying  them,  their  acting  as  retorts  for  the  production  of 
objectionable  gases,  and  the  danger  of  their  contaminating  the 
cisterns  as  mentioned  above  ;  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the 
present  sanitary  staff  to  keep  them  in  decent  order.  On  the 
other  hand  the  bucket  closets  are  much  more  sanitary  and 
easily  dealt  with  and  would  be  quite  satisfactory  as  regards 
public  health  and  to  the  users,  if  earth  or  ashes  were  added  to 
the  bucket  by  the  users.  I  consider  this  quite  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  closet  for  use  in  a  small  town,  especially  where  there 
is  an  inadequate  water  supply  and  very  small  fall ;  no  better 
manure  could  be  found  than  the  contents  of  these  buckets ; 
such  manure  is  almost  exclusively  used  by  the  Chinese  in  their 
gardens,  no  more  skillful  horticulturists  than  the  Chinese  exist. 

The  drains  from  the  streets  and  house  sinks  open  into 
the  “  tip,”  this  is  an  enlarged  ditch  ;  it  would  be  far  better  if 
a  proper  septic  tank  were  constructed  here  ;  much  easier  to 
remove  the  sludge  and  the  offensive  smell  in  the  hot  weather 
obviated.  I  would  also  suggest  for  the  better  working  of  the 
drains,  that  grease- traps  to  the  sinks  should  be  insisted  on  and 
that  there  should  be  trays  to  catch  sediment  placed  be¬ 
neath  the  street-gratings  The  system  of  cesspools  attached 
to  the  houses  in  Crosby  Eow  is  entirely  inadequate,  they  over¬ 
flow  after  one  day’s  rain,  the  smell  from  them  being  very  bad, 
they  are  a  source  of  great  discomfort  and  a  danger  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  row ;  they  should  be  made  to 
overflow  into  the  main  system  of  drains. 

The  Bakehouses,  Slaughter-houses,  &c.,  have  all  been 
inspected  and  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

To  the  Sanitary  and  Buildings  Committee . 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twenty-first 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough, 
and  in  order  to  make  comparison  with  previous  reports  as  easy 
as  possible,  I  have  adopted  the  same  general  arrangement  of 
tabular  forms. 


area. 

2.  This  is  the  same  as  last  year,  namely,  13,030  acres,  and 
as  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Ward  Boundaries,  the 
area  is  sub-divided  as  follows  : — Boldmere  Ward,  1,051  acres 
Hill,  2,907  ;  Maney,  848  ;  Trinity,  3,223  ;  Walmley,  4,242  • 
and  Wylde  Green,  759. 


POPULATION. 

3.  As  in  previous  years,  I  am  much  indebted  to  the 
Borough  Surveyor  for  his  assistance  in  helping  to  estimate  the 
population  of  the  Borough,  and  I  have  also  received  from 
Mr.  Bibby,  the  Borough  Accountant,  a  table  showing  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  year, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  information,  I  am  able  to  estimate — I 
hope  fairly  correctly-— the  population.  I  find  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  to  have  been,  on  the  30th  June,  4,120,  and 
by  multiplying  this  number  b}7  4*64,  the  average  figure  found 
at  last  census  of  people  occupying  houses,  I  estimate  the 
population  to  be  19,116.  There  were  also  in  the  Princess 
Alice  Orphanage  231  persons,  so  that  the  total  population 
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of  the  Borough,  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  I  estimate  at 
19,347. 

4.  These  figures  show  that  while  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  856  persons,  that  this  is  smaller  than  would  be  expected  in 
the  light  of  past  increases  of  late  years,  but  I  think  it  tallies 
with  general  observations,  in  that  though  there  have  been  a 
considerable  number  of  new  houses  erected,  there  were  also, 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  a  greater  number  of  voids. 

5.  The  following  table  shows  the  population  divided

BIRTHS. 

6.  Th  ree  hundred  and  ninety-nine  births  have  been 
registered  during  the  year,  namely,  210  males  and  189 
females.  This  is  31  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  and 
gives  us  a  Birth  Bate  on  the  estimated  population  of  20.62, 
compared  with  19.9  in  1905.  The  Birth  Bate  for  that  year 
was  the  lowest  since  1898,  so  that  the  Borough  can  be  con¬ 
gratulated  on  having  an  increase  in  its  Birth  Bate,  though 
the  figure  for  1906  is  a  very  low  one  compared  with  similar 
districts  in  the  country. 
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7.  It  will  be  observed  that  again  there  was  a  considerably' 
larger  number  of  males  than  females  born  during  the  year, 
and  I  am  very  pleased  to  record  that  only  4  Births  were 
registered  as  illegitimate,  exactl}r  one-half  of  the  number  in 
1905. 

DEATHS. 

8.  One  hundred  and  seventyr-one  deaths  have  been 
registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  namely,  87  males 
and  84  females.  All  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
belonging  to  the  Borough,  and  in  addition  6  occurred  in 
persons  removed  to  the  Aston  Union  Workhouse,  while  11 
died  in  the  Birmingham  Hospitals,  so  that  the  correct  number 
of  deaths  to  be  debited  to  the  Borough  is  188.  This  gives 
us  a  Death  Bate  for  the  year  of  9*71,  which,  though  slightly 
higher  than  last  year,  as  was  to  be  expected,  is  much  below 
the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  this  being  10‘69.

10.  I  have  already  referred  to  the  fact  that  our  Birth 
Bate  shows  an  increase.  Our  Death  Bate  is  a  most  satis¬ 
factory  one,  particularly  as  it  follows  the  lowest  recorded  rate, 
in  the  previous  year  ;  while  our  Zymotic  Death  Bate,  though 
apparently  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  is,  as 
regards  Infectious  Diseases,  in  reality  more  satisfactory  than 
in  1905. 
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11.  The  following  Table  shows  the  Birth,  Death,  and 
Zymotic  Death  Bates  for  the  separate  Wards  of  the 
Borough  : —

12.  These  figures  show  the  Birth  Bate  to  have  been 
highest  in  Hill  Ward,  and  lowest  in  Boldmere  Ward.  The 
Death  Bate  was  highest  in  Maney  Ward,  where  indeed  it 
was  double  that  of  Boldmere,  which  showed  the  lowest  Bate. 
The  Zymotic  Death  Bate  was  highest  in  Trinity  Ward  and 
lowest  in  Hill  Ward. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

13.  Of  the  188  deaths,  36  occurred  in  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  and  19  between  one  and  five  years.  These 
figures  both  shew  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and 
the  Infant  Mortality  figure  works  out  at  90.  By  the  Infant 
Mortality  Bate  we  mean  the  number  of  children  who  die 
under  one  year  of  age,  calculated  per  thousand  births 
registered  during  the  year,  and  I  can  congratulate  the  Town 
on  having  a  very  excellent  Infant  Mortalit}^  Bate  compared 
with  the  country  at  large.  Last  year — 1905 — we  had  the 
lowest  Bate  on  record,  and  though  in  the  year  under  review 
it  is  slightly  higher  it  is  considerably  below  the  average,  not 
only  of  the  County,  but  of  the  Country.

15.  As  in  previous  years,  I  have  carefully  studied  the 
causes  from  which  the  Infantile  Deaths  occurred,  and  these 
I  find  were  as  follows  : — Whooping  Cough,  2  ;  Diarrhoea,  5  ; 
Enteritis,  5 ;  Premature  Birth,  6  ;  Debility,  6 ;  Tabes 
Mesenterica,  3  ;  Convulsions,  1  ;  Injury  at  Birth,  1  ;  Tuber¬ 
culous  Diseases,  1  ;  Bronchitis,  2  ;  other  causes,  4. 

16.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  with  the  exception  of 
five  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  all  were  due  to  causes  outside 
direct  sanitary  effort,  and  the  result  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  even  better  than  it  appears  were  it  not  that  the  hot 
autumnal  weather  predisposed  to  Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

17.  The  following  Table  shows  the  distribution  of  Births

18.  It  will  be  observed  from  this  Table  that  the  Death 
Hate  and  the  Zymotic  Death  Hate  were  both  highest  in  the 
third  quarter  of  the  year. 

19.  As  in  the  previous  year,  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  aged  persons,  though  not  so  large  a 
one  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  percentage  of  deaths  in  per¬ 
sons  over  65  being  34. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

20.  Sixteen  deaths  have  been  registered  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  namely  : — Diarrhoea,  7  ;  Measles, 
3  ;  Diphtheria,  2  ;  and  Whooping  Cough,  4. 

21.  Epidemics . — I  can  again  report  that  nothing  which  can 
be  in  any  way  called  an  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year, 
and,  indeed,  as  I  shall  show  in  referring  to  the  particular 
diseases,  the  incidence  of  zymotic  diseases  was  a  very  light 
one. 

22.  Smallpox. — I  can  again  report  that  there  has  not  been 
a  single  case  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year. 

23.  Scarlet  Fever. — Only  14  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified,  compared  with  40  and  79  in  the  two  previous  years. 
This  is  the  smallest  number  I  have  ever  recorded.  Not  only 
has  the  disease  been  little  prevalent,  but  not  a  single  death 
occurred. 

24.  Six  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  Boldmere  Ward.  In 
no  other  Ward  of  the  Borough  did  the  cases  exceed  four. 

25.  Measles. — Three  deaths  have  been  registered  as  due  to 
this  disease.  Two  of  these  occurred  in  Maney  Ward  and  one 
in  Boldmere  Ward.  This  disease,  of  course,  is  not  notifiable, 
and  I  can  only  hear,  therefore,  of  cases  indirectly.  I  received 
certain  information  from  the  School  Attendance  Officer,  and 
took  such  steps  as  I  was  able  to  limit  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
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26.  Whooping  Cough. — Four  deaths  were  registered  from 
Whooping  Cough,  compared  with  six  in  the  previous  year.  I 
have  previously  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  disease  of  very  early 
child  life.  It  is  not  notifiable,  and  very  little  can  be  done 
to  cope  with  it  except  by  visiting  at  the  houses  of  the  people 
and  endeavouring  to  get  the  mother  to  take  such  care  of  the 
children  that  the  after  effects,  such  as  Pneumonia  and  Bron¬ 
chitis — which  are  so  frequently  fatal — may  be  avoided. 

27.  Diphtheria. — Two  deaths  have  been  registered  from 
this  disease,  and  seven  cases  altogether  have  been  notified,  so 
that  there  has  not  been  any  marked  prevalence  during  the 
year. 

28.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  of  cases  was  eight, 
and  the  number  of  deaths  two,  so  that,  looking  to  the  increase 
■of  population,  our  record  is  a  better  one  than  in  the  past  year. 

29.  The  two  deaths  occurred,  respectively,  in  Trinity  and 
Wylde  Green  Wards,  and  the  case  from  Wylde  Green  Ward 
was  originally  notified  in  the  previous  year. 

30.  I  visited  all  the  cases  as  they  occurred,  and  in  one  or 
two  cases  found  association  with  dumb- wells,  which,  in  mv 
opinion,  should  be  done  away  with  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to 
lay  down  a  scheme  of  sewerage  for  that  portion  of  the  district. 

31.  Typhoid  Fever. — Last  year  I  said  it  was  a  matter  for 
congratulation  that  only  two  cases  were  notified  from  this 
disease.  This  year,  with  our  increased  population,  only  one 
case  has  been  reported,  and  this  in  a  woman  aged  70,  in 
Boldmere  Ward.  I  visited  the  place  on  receiving  the  notifi¬ 
cation,  and  found  the  house  to  be  a  new  one,  where  the 
sanitation  was  perfect,  while  a  subsequent  testing  of  the 
drains  proved  them  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 
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32.  Diarrhoea. — -Under  this  head  we  have  had  practically 
our  only  increase  in  zymotic  mortality.  During’  the  year 
seven  deaths  were  registered,  five  of  which  were  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  these,  as  I  have  before  stated, 
were  undoubtedly  due  to  the  very  high  temperature  which 
occurred  at  the  end  of  August  and  September.  It  is  worthy 
of  record  that  six  out  of  the  seven  deaths  occurred  in  the 
third  quarter  oi  the  year. 

33.  Influenza. — One  death  appears  under  this  heading  in 
the  Tables,  but  the  mortality  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  which  is  generally  associated  with  it,  was  rather  less 
than  in  the  previous  year,  when,  as  I  reported,  Influenza  was 
not  very  prevalent.  I  think,  therefore,  we  may  be  considered 
to  have  escaped  any  serious  visitation  of  this  disease  during 
the  year. 

34.  Dhth  isis. — There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 
mortality  from  this  disease,  the  number  of  deaths  registered 
being  16,  compared  with  11,  12,  and  13  in  the  three  previous 
years.  The  percentage  of  Phthisis  deaths  to  total  deaths  is 
8*6,  compared  with  6*0  in  the  previous  year.  This  record  is 
pretty  nearly  the  average  one  for  the  country  at.  large,  and  is, 
in  my  opinion,  not  quite  a  satisfactory  one  for  a  residential, 
healthy  borough  such  as  Sutton  Coldfield  is. 

35.  At  the  present  time  the  question  of  dealing  with 
Phthisis,  or  Consumption,  is  very  much  before  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  though  I  believe  that  the  education  of  the 
public  in  the  elements  of  sanitary  knowledge  is  the  only 
means  to  reduce  this  disease  to  its  lowest  limits,  ye' t  I  think 
that  much  is  now  being  done  by  the  ministrations  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  houses  of  the  poor,  teaching  them  the 
advantages  of  fresh  air  in  their  rooms  and  the  methods  of 
avoiding  infection. 
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36.  Another  important  matter  which  has  been  carried  out 
very  carefully  throughout  the  year  is  the  disinfection  of  all 
houses,  bedding,  etc.,  in  cases  where  consumptive  patients 
have  died.  This  not  only  makes  the  house  safer  for  anv  new 
tenants  that  may  be  coming  into  the  house,  but  asserts  an 
educational  influence  upon  the  people  affected. 

37.  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs. — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  these  diseases  was  17,  compared  with 
20  and  22  in  the  two  preceding  years. 

38.  Cancel'. — The  number  of  cases  from  Cancer  has  been 
14,  compared  with  17  and  12  in  the  two  previous  years.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  there  is  no  marked  increase  in  our 
mortality  from  malignant  disease,  and  this  I  consider 
satisfactory,  as  we  must  have  in  Sutton  Coldfield  a  consider¬ 
able  collection  of  people  of  advanced  years  compared  with 
the  total  number  of  the  population. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  AT  THE  END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

39.  I  believe  that  it  may  with  confidence  be  said  that 
though  no  new  departure  in  sanitary  work  has  been  under¬ 
taken  yet,  that  owing  to  the  advance  constantly  taking  place 
in  the  methods  of  routine  work  a  further  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  *  the  Borough  can  be  recorded.  In 
connection  with  this  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have 
had,  owing  to  various  causes,  fewer  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  during  the  year  than  ever  before. 

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  ENQUIRIES  MADE  AS  TO  CONDITIONS  INJURIOUS 
TO  HEALTH,  AND  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  ADVISED  j  ALSO  AN 
ACCOUNT  OF  THE  SUPERVISION  EXERCISED  OYER  PLACES  AND 
HOUSES  WHICH  THE  SANITARY  AUTHORITY  HAVE  POWER  TO 
REGULATE,  WITH  THE  ACTION  TAKEN  IN  REGARD  TO 
OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

40.  All  parts  of  the  Borough  have,  as  in  previous  years, 
been  inspected,  and  in  all  cases  where  complaints  have  been 
made,  or  nuisances  have  been  observed,  the  matters  found 
defective  have  been  remedied. 
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NOTIFICATION. 

41.  The  extraordinarily  low  figure  of  thirty-one  cases — 
less  than  half  that  of  1905,  and  less  than  a  quarter  that  of 
1904 — have  been  notified.  The  cases  were  as  follows  : — 
Scarlet  Fever,  14  ;  Diphtheria,  7  ;  Typhoid  Fever,  1  ;  and 
Erysipelas,  9.  The  cost  of  notification,  therefore,  has  only 
been  £3  17s.  6d.  for  last  year. 


ISOLATION. 

42.  Last  year  I  was  able  to  congratulate  vou  on  the  verv 
little  use  that  it  had  been  necessary  to  make  of  the  Isolation 
accommodation  provided  for  the  Borough.  Then,  19  cases 
were  removed,  compared  with  48  in  the  previous  year.  This 
year,  however,  I  have  only  felt  called  upon  in  the  public 
interest  to  remove  7  cases  to  the  Hospital,  namety,  3  from 
Bold  mere,  2  from  Trinity,  and  2  from  Wylde  Green  Wards. 

43.  During  the  year  a  new  agreement  has  been  made 
with  the  Aston  Manor  Town  Council  for  the  reception  of 
patients  from  the  Borough,  by  means  of  which,  though  a 
larger  sum  is  paid  towards  establishment  expenses,  the 
reduced  fee  of  one  guinea  is  now  all  that  is  paid  for  the 
reception  of  Fever  cases. 

41.  Particular  care  has  been  given,  as  in  the  past,  to  the 
inspection  of  all  premises  b\^  the  Inspector  where  infectious 
disease  has  occurred,  and  by  reference  to  his  Annual  Report 
it  will  be  seen  that  he  has  disinfected,  during  the  year,  34 
houses.  This  figure  includes  houses  disinfected  after  the 
occurrence  of  Phthisis,  as  well  as  other  infectious  diseases. 


SCHOOLS. 


45.  The  small  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  and  the 
absence  of  epidemics  has  rendered  little  closure  of  Elementary 
Schools  necessary.  I  thought  it  desirable,  however,  to  recom¬ 
mend  closure  in  the  case  of  three  Schools,  namely  : — Boldmere 
Infants’,  Holland  Street  Infants’,  and  Duke  Street  Infants’. 

46.  It  is  very  often  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  con¬ 
fronting  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  decide  when  to  take 
the  responsibility  of  the  closure  of  schools.  I  believe  the 
tendency  of  modern  medical  opinion  is  that  it  is  much  less 
necessary  than  has  been  thought  in  the  past,  and  that  only  in 
the  case  of  Measles,  and  this  chiefly  in  the  case  of  Infants’ 
Schools,  is  it  generally  desirable  or  necessary  to  recommend 
the  complete  closure  of  a  school. 

47.  Ho  doubt  the  time  may  be  looked  for — and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  is  not  very  far  distant — when  by  the  closer 
working  of  the  Sanitary  and  School  Authorities,  early  and 
full  information  will  be  afforded  as  to  the  existence  of  illness 
of  all  types  in  Schools,  and,  this  being  the  case,  measures  will 
be  taken  to  exclude  infected  patients  and  children  from 
infected  houses,  without  having  recourse  to  the  more  drastic 
procedure  of  stopping  education  for  a  period  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood. 

48.  I  again  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  those  interested 
to  the  importance  of  endeavouring  to  close  Sunday  Schools  at 
the  same  time  as  ordinary  Elementary  Schools  are  closed.  If 
this  be  not  done,  much  of  the  good  resulting  from  the  closure 
of  the  Elementary  Schools  will  be  obviated,  as  children,  if  not 
actually  infected,  at  least  from  infected  houses,  have  the 
opportunity  of  converse  in  close  quarters  on  Sunday,  and  thus 
infection  may  be  unwittingly  spread. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

49.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  particulars  of  work  done  in  his  department : 

“  New  Sewers  have  been  laid  in  Boswell  Road, 
Luttrell  Road,  and  the  following  new  roads  : — Sycamore 
Road,  Frederick  Road,  Mary  Road,  Kathleen  Road, 
and  Lyndon  Road,  while  two  extensions  to  existing  sewers 
in  Green  Lanes  and  Wentworth  Road  were  made.  Sur¬ 
face-water  Drains  were  laid  in  Belwell  Lane,  Lower 
Queen  Street,  and  in  the  new  roads  mentioned  above. 

“  Seventy-six  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
public  sewers,  and  by  this  means  169  houses  have  been 
effectually  drained,  while  220  water-closets  have  been 
put  in.  Twenty-three  houses  were  connected  to  cess¬ 
pools  draining  28  closets. ” 

REMOVAL  OF  HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE. 

50.  This  is  a  subject  that  in  the  past  I  have  felt  com¬ 
pelled  to  deal  with  somewhat  fully  in  my  Annual  Reports, 
and  I  regret  that  I  cannot  conscientiously  omit  again  calling 
your  attention  to  our  deficiency  in  the  matter. 

51.  Under  the  present  voluntary  scheme  the  number  of 
ashpits  and  privies  emptied  has  been  2,376,  of  which  2,304 
were  ashpits,  67  privies,  and  5  dumb-wells.  This  figure 
shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of  332  receptacles 
attended  to.  In  addition,  14  old-fashioned  privies  have  been 
converted  into  water-closets. 

52.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  very  important 
subject  has  been  taken  up  by  your  Committee,  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  in  instructing  the  Inspector  to  report  on  all  water- 
closets  (so  called)  which  had  not  an  automatic  flushing  cistern 
attached  to  them.  The  number  existing  was  found  to  be 
larger  than  was  supposed — namely,  176  ;  but  I  hope  that 


within  the  next  twelve  months  practically  every  one  of  these 
insanitary  arrangements  will  be  brought  into  line  with  the 
more  modern  appliances,  where  flushing  is  automatically 
carried  out. 

53.  The  present  system  of  voluntary  scavenging,  as  far  as 
it  goes,  works  fairly  satisfactorily,  yet  I  must  again  call  your 
attention  to  what  I  consider  the  greatest  sanitary  evil  in  our 
administration,  namely,  the  absence  of  public  scavenging, 
carried  out  bv  the  Sanitary  Authority.  It  may  be  said  at  the 
present  time  that  whenever  an  owner  or  tenant  applies  for  the 
removal  of  household  dust  or  waste  this  is  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation  authorities,  at  a  tariff  which  puts  but  little 
burden  on  the  tenant  ;  but  it  is  well  known,  and  my  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  last  year  further  confirms  this,  that  the  system 
permits  undue  collections  of  household  dust  and  refuse  near 
dwellings  for  long  periods.  Such  a  system  is  incompatible 
with  good  sanitation,  one  of  the  first  principles  of  which  is 
the  removal  of  all  waste  matters  from  the  neighbourhood  of 


dwellings  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  In  other  words, 
cleanliness,  applied  to  the  air  and  the  soil  in  contiguity  to 
dwellings,  must  be  said  to  be  the  true  expression  of  modern 
sanitation.  I  have  been  struck  in  many  instances  by  observing 
in  my  visits  what  a  tendency  there  is  for  ashpits  and  other 
receptacles  to  become  full  and  overflow.  In  some  instances  I 
have  seen  the  household  dust  deliberately  spread  on  walks 
close  to  the  buildings  as  a  means  of  getting  rid  of  it,  instead 
of  having  it  removed  b}^  the  authorities.  Such  a  state  of 
affairs  must  continue  until  one  of  two  things  happen — either 
the  authority  remove  at  stated  intervals  the  waste  material, 
or  the  public  become  educated  to  the  danger  they  and  their 
families  experience  by  allowing  such  a  state  of  things  to 
remain. 


54.  Education  is  a  slow  process,  and  I  am  afraid  if  we 
rely  on  the  latter  alternative  our  advance  will  not  be  very 
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rapid.  I  therefore  feel  compelled,  looking  at  the  increase  of 
the  Borough  in  population  and  prosperity,  to  again  call  your 
attention  to  the  desirability  of  formulating  a  scheme  for 
removing  frequently,  and  at  regular  intervals,  the  dust  and 
waste  from  the  populous  portions  of  the  Borough.  There 
are  great  difficulties  to  be  considered  in  connection  with 
any  such  scheme.  The  large  area  of  the  Borough,  and 
the  fact  that  it  is  so  largely  given  up  to  agricultural 
pursuits,  tend  to  make  scavenging  a  somewhat  difficult  and 
expensive  undertaking,  but  if  I  am  correct  in  my  surmise 
that  an  area  could  be  fixed  upon  in  which  public  scavenging 
at  stated  intervals  could  take  place  it  would  largely  overcome 
the  difficulty  and  diminish  the  otherwise  large  expense. 
I  am  aware  that  many  people  do  not  require,  even  in  thi& 
limited  area,  removal  of  their  dust.  My  answer  to  that 
would  be  that  such  people  are  probably  not  acquainted  with 
the  value  and  therefore  cannot  see  the  necessity,  as  under¬ 
stood  in  modern  Hygiene,  of  public  scavenging. 

55.  Another  objection  that  has  been  urged  is  the 
necessity  of  establishing  in  connection  with  such  a  system  a 
Destructor.  While  no  doubt  the  establishment  of  such  an 
apparatus  is  a  very  desirable  thing,  it  is  by  no  means  a 
necessity,  and,  in  fact,  in  many  of  the  Districts  of  the 
County  of  Warwick,  where  scavenging  is  very  well  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  no  Destructors  exist. 

56.  Finally,  let  me  say  one  word  as  to  the  expense.  It 
appears  to  be  assumed  in  some  quarters  that  the  increased 
charge  on  the  rates  for  public  scavenging  would  be  a  burden 
on  the  ratepayer.  This  is  only  partially  true,  because,  as 
the  returns  of  the  Inspector  show,  considerable  sums  of 
money  are  paid  annually  by  householders  for  the  removal  of 
household  refuse,  while  the  sanitary  improvement  is 
minimised  by  the  fact  that  such  removals  only  take  place  at 
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infrequent  intervals  and  from  comparatively  few  houses. 
Indeed,  during  1906  the  number  of  ashpits  emptied  was  only 
about  2,000 — equivalent  to  a  single  removal  from  half  the 
houses  in  the  Borough. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

57.  I  have  analysed  altogether  twelve  samples  of  water 
during  the  year — one  tap  water  taken  every  alternate  month 
by  the  Inspector  and  six  samples  of  pump  water.  I  am  very 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  samples  of  water 
supplied  by  the  Company  to  Sutton  Coldfield  were  of 
sustained  good  quality  throughout  the  year. 

58.  Of  the  six  samples  of  well  water  I  condemned  two  as 
unfit  for  use.  In  one  other  case,  without  absolutely  con¬ 
demning  it,  I  considered  it  was  so  suspicious  that  I  recom¬ 
mended  tap  water  to  be  substituted.  The  others  proved  to 
be  of  good  quality  for  drinking  purposes 

OVERCROWDING. 

59.  Not  a  single  case  of  overcrowding  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Inspector  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

60.  Probably  no  part  of  the  Sanitary  work  of  the 
Borough  has  been  better  looked  after  than  that  portion 
pertaining  to  Slaughter  Houses.  All  those  in  the  Borough 
have  been  inspected  at  very  frequent  visits,  the  nine 
Slaughter  Houses  having  received  no  less  than  156  visits. 
No  doubt,  largely  as  a  result  of  such  inspection,  they  have 
been  maintained  in  good  order,  both  as  regards  their 
structural  condition  and  also  as  regards  cleanliness  and  the 
removal  of  offal,  etc. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

61.  As  was  the  case  last  year,  onty  one  trade  coming- 
under  this  heading  is  carried  on  in  the  Borough,  namely, 
that  of  a  tripe  boiler.  No  complaints  have  been  made  of  the 
work  during  the  year,  and  when  inspected  the  premises  have 
always  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

62.  The  Inspector  reports  that  he  has  made  45  visits  to 
Cowsheds,  and  15  to  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  and  he  states 
that  on  the  whole  they  have  been  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  He  also  reports  to  me  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  structural  condition  of  the 
Cowsheds,  in  that  re-construction  has  taken  place,  with  in 
many  instances,  better  lighting,  and  more  space  for  the  cows 
has  been  provided.  At  the  present  time  nothing  probably  is 
receiving  more  attention  than  the  relation  of  milk  and  its 
production  to  health.  It  is  therefore  satisfactory  to  be  able 
to  record  an  improvement  in  the  matter  of  Cowsheds  and 
their  construction  and  maintenance. 

ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD. 

63.  As  in  previous  years,  the  work  under  the  Sale  of 
hood  and  Drugs  Acts  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Countv 
Authorities.  I  have  satisfied  myself  that  the  number  of 
samples  submitted  has  been  more  than  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  and  that  in  all  respects  the  condition  of 
the  food  supply  of  the  Borough  has  been  well  looked  after. 

NEW  STREETS  AND  BUILDINGS. 

64.  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  has  given  me  the 
following  particulars  : — 

“  During  the  year  plans  were  approved  for  the  erection 
of  267  houses,  including  26  shops,  3  mission  rooms,  2 
offices,  10  stables  and  coach-houses,  coachbuilder’s 
premises,  and  33  alterations,  additions,  etc.,  making  the 
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total  number  of  plans  approved  342,  being  1  0  in  excess 
of  last  year.  The  number  of  houses  passed  on  com¬ 
pletion  and  certified  as  fit  for  habitation  was  201,  being 
2  only  less  than  last  year.  Plans  for  6  new  streets  were 
also  appro ved.” 

65.  This  record  shows  that  building  has  been  active  in  the 
Borough,  and  that  we  may  expect  a  considerable  further 
increase  in  population. 

VACCINATION. 

66.  From  the  Table  appearing  in  the  Appendix  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Beturn  is  very  satisfactorv,  as  310  successful 
vaccinations  are  recorded  out  of  369  Births  registered  in  the 
period  under  review.  There  is  one  fact,  however,  which 
gives  rise  to  a  melancholy  reflection,  viz.,  that  in  14  cases 
parents  were  so  ill  advised  as  to  obtain  conscientious  objection 
certificates  to  vaccination.  This  is  a  figure  double  that  of 
last  year,  and  if  the  practice  materially  increases  we  must  not 
in  the  future  expect  in  the  Borough  the  immunity  from 
attacks  of  Smallpox  which  has  been  maintained  for  so  many 
years  past. 

FACTORIES  AND  'WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

67.  In  the  Appendix  the  two  tables  will  be  found  as  they 
appeared  last  year,  showing  that  69  Factories  and  Workshops 
have  been  inspected.  Full  details  are  given,  and  I  can  only 
add  that  the  Inspector  reports  that  on  the  whole  the  conditions 
of  employment  are  quite  satisfactory.  We  have  no  outworkers 
in  the  Borough,  neither  have  we  any  under-ground  bake¬ 
houses. 

METEOROLOGY. 

68.  I  am  again  indebted  to  Mr.  Clarry,  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  for  his  Meteorological  Beturn,  taken  at  the  Park 
Lodge  and  the  Council  House  respectively.  These  Beturns 
are  not  only  interesting,  but  very  instructive  from  the  point 
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of  view  of  tlie  incidence  of  certain  diseases.  I  have  previously 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  had  a  marked  increase  of 
Diarrhoea  in  the  autumnal  months,  and  on  referring  to  the 
Table  we  find  that  the  average  temperature  for  the  year  was 
48*4,  while  for  the  previous  year  it  was  47*8.  Again, 
referring  to  the  Table,  we  find  that  very  high  temperatures 
were  observed,  both  in  August  and  September.  The  highest 
of  August,  1906,  was  84*8,  of  September  91 '08,  while  in  the 
previous  year  the  respective  figures  were  73*0  and  72 '5. 

69.  As  regards  Rainfall,  it  will  be  found  that  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  though  the  summer  was  pleasanter, 
the  quantity  of  rain  was  larger.  In  1906  it  was  23*36,  while 
in  1905  it  was  21*64.  Although,  however,  the  quantit}^  of 
rain  falling  in  1906  was  much  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
the  number  of  rainy  days  were  rather  less,  namely,  170 
compared  with  172. 

70.  Perhaps,  however,  the  most  important  point  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  statistics  was  the  excessive  amount  of 
sunshine  experienced,  for  whereas  in  1905  the  number  of 
hours  bright  sunshine  was  1,366,  last  year  no  less  than  1,470 
were  recorded. 


71.  On  the  whole  the  year,  meteorologically,  must  he 
considered  a  pleasant  one,  and  except  for  a  few  weeks  in 
August  and  September,  when  summer  heat  was  excessive,  I 
think  it  may  be  said  to  have  been  a  healthy  one. 


GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

72.  In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  usual  tables, 
showing  the  incidence  of  disease  in  the  various  Wards  of  the 
Borough,  while  the  Inspector’s  table  gives  in  tabular  form 
the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  in  his  department. 
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73.  During  the  year  the  Inspector  has  been  much  aided 
in  his  work  by  the  services  of  a  man  employed  jointly  in  the 
Surveyor's  and  in  the  Sanitary  Departments.  He  has  done 
excellent  work  in  removing  defects  of  drainage  and  in  testing 
drains.  In  this  way  the  time  of  the  Inspector  has  been 
saved,  and  he  has  thus  had  opportunities  of  carrying  outwork 
which  otherwise  must  have  been  left  unattended  to.  I  consider, 
however,  that  an  effort  should  he  made  to  undertake  each  year 
definite  and  detailed  house-to-house  Inspection  in  addition  to 
that  necessitated  by  routine  work,  and  I  hope  that  during  the 
present  year  some  portion  at  least  of  one  of  the  Wards  of  the’ 
Borough  will  be  so  inspected  and  the  results  definitely 
tabulated. 

CONCLUSION. 

74.  It  is  difficult  in  a  year  when  Sanitary  statistics  are  so 
excellent  in  their  import  to  say  much  of  interest  in  an  annual 
Deport.  It  has  been  said  that  the  nation  which  has  no  history 
is  a  fortunate  one,  and  in  a  way  the  same  remark  applies  to 
the  Sanitary  work  of  the  town.  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
expressing  the  opinion  that  from  nearly  every  point  of  view 
the  residents  of  the  Royal  Borough  are  to  be  congratulated. 
Of  late  years  there  has  been  but  little  incidence  of  disease, 
and  I  believe  that  if  those  matters  requiring  attention  receive, 
as  I  hope  they  will,  the  necessary  consideration  during  the 
year,  the  town,  increasing  as  it  is,  will  long  remain  a  place  of 
residence  noted  for  its  excellent  sanitary  condition. 

75.  Let  me  again,  Mr.  Chairman,  thank  you  and  the 
Committee  and  my  brother  officers  for  the  courtesy  always 
extended  to  me,  and  for  the  patience  and  consideration  you 
give  to  my  many  suggestions.  It  has  always  been  a  matter 
of  great  congratulation  to  me  that  the  relations  existing 


between  your  Committee  and  myself  have  been  of  such  a  type 
that  I  am  quite  sure  the  very  best  results  have  attended  our 
joint  efforts  for  the  amelioration  of  those  conditions  in  the 
town  which  an  ever  extending  population  continually  brings 
to  notice.
